Mint  announced  it  would  sell  500  coins  per  day-  starting  Monday  evening  there 
were  over  2000  people  camping  out  for  the  chance  to  obtain  one  of  the  first  500 
coins  to  be  sold  at  1 1 AM  Tuesday  morning.  With  a limit  of  one  coin  to  a customer, 
those  fortunate  enough  to  purchase  a coin  had  the  opportunity  to  sell  their  $1240 
purchase  for  as  high  as  $3600-  an  excellent  return  on  investment  for  a night  of  lost 
sleep!  The  waiting  line  for  Wednesday's  sales  began  late  Tuesday  afternoon  with  the 
number  of  people  growing.  By  Wednesday,  the  number  of  people  amassed  to  where 
police  had  trouble  with  crowd  control.  Unfortunately,  sales  were  halted  Thursday  for 
public  safety  reasons  due  to  riots  while  waiting  in  line  on  Wednesday.  Once  again 
ILNA  hosted  a club  table  at  the  ANA  to  promote  the  organization  and  enroll  new 
members.  At  this  time  ILNA  would  like  to  thank  the  ANA  for  the  complimentary  club 
table  and  the  members  who  manned  the  booth  during  the  convention. 

The  summer  board  meeting  brought  news  that  ILNA  membership  had  dropped  to  380 
members.  Many  junior  members  have  not  renewing  their  memberships.  Youth  are 
allowed  to  join  ILNA  at  no  cost  for  the  first  year  made  possible  through  the  generosity 
of  Jade  Rare  Coins.

Commemorating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Kennedy  half-dollar,  the  United 
States  Mint  will  offer  its  first-ever  gold  half-dollar. 

It  features  the  original  1 964  obverse  (heads)  design  created  by  United  States 
Mint  Chief  Engraver  Gilroy  Roberts  with  a special  1 964-201 4 inscription. 


An  initial  inventory  of  40,000  coinswill  be  availablefor  sale  on  Augusts  through 
various  sales  channels.  The  United  States  Mint  will  evaluate  sales  activity  during 
the  first  week  and  make  adjustments  to  its  production  schedule  accordingly. 


Each  coin  contains  % troy  ounce  of  pure,  24-karat 
gold  and  is  struck  with  a proof  finish  at  the  United 
States  Mint  at  West  Point,  New  York. 


The  raised  Kennedy  profile  is  frosted  and  appears 
to  float  on  the  mirror-like  background. 

The  coins  are  encapsulated  and  packaged  in  a single 
custom-designed,  brown  mahogany  hardwood 
presentation  case  with  removable  coin  well  and  are 
accompanied  by  a Gertificate  of  Authenticity. 


Reverse:  Based  on  the  Presidential  Seal  and 
was  created  by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor- 
Engraver  Frank  Gasparro.  It  consists  of  a 
heraldic  eagle  with  a shield  on  its  breast 
holding  a symbolic  olive  branch  and  bundle  of 
13  arrows.  It  features  the  inscriptions  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA,  HALF  DOLLAR  and 
Y4  OZ.  .9999  FINE  GOLD.  A ring  of  50  stars 
surrounds  the  design,  which  gives  this  coin  the 
distinction  of  having  more  stars  than  any  other 
U.S.  coin  ever  produced  for  circulation.

Reassembling  Four 
Excellent  Proof  Sets

Nationally  known  numismatic  scribe  Mark 
Benvenuto  explores  with  us  another  area  of 
affordable  numismatics:  The  attractive  proof 
coins  of  the  early  1960’s.  I couldn’t  think  of 
a better  company  to  call  for  help  in  illustrat- 
ing Mark’s  essay  than  JMS  Coins’  James  Sego 
and  Gary  Knaus  who  provided  the  photos 
included  herein.  ILNA  extends  special 
thanks  to  Mark  Benvenuto  and  JMS  Coins 
for  their  efforts  in  sharing  Knoivledge 
Thru  Numismatics. 


Two  aspects  of  collecting  coins  that 
appeal  to  many  of  us:  Collecting 
series  that  have  passed  into  history  ! - A 
and  assembling  collections  of  the 
best  possible  coins  one  can  get.  If  we 
are  honest  with  ourselves-  if  money 
were  no  object-  most  of  us  would  collect  coins  from 
the  nineteenth  century  as  opposed  to  the  twentieth  and  collect  mint  state 
specimens  as  opposed  to  circulated  pieces.  So  it  might  come  as  a surprise 
to  a few  of  us  to  know  that  we  can  have  our  cake  and  eat  it  too,  as  it  were, 
in  collecting  proof  sets  from  the  first  few  years  of  the  1 960's. 

The  Proofs  of  7961 


It  was  the  year  1 957  in  which  the  one  million  coin  mark  was  surpassed  when 
it  came  to  the  United  States  Mint  production  of  proof  sets.  At  that  time,  all 
proof  coins  were  produced  in  the  main  mint  in  Philadelphia.  It  wasn't  until 
1 968  that  proof  sets  came  roaring  out  of  the  branch  mint  on  the  west  coast, 
in  San  Francisco.  The  total  dipped  below  that  million  mark  in  1 958,  but  by 
the  time  1961  rolled  around,  the  official  tally  was  way  up...  3,028,244  coins! 
It  remains  one  of  the  higher  numbers  in  the  listing  of  modern  proofs. 

Back  in  the  early  1960's,  proof  sets  were  basically  packaged  in  thin, 
flexible  plastic  packs  which  could  easily  be  taken  apart.  No  one  knows 
how  many  proof  sets  were  taken  out  of  their  cases,  either  to  be  placed  in 
more  permanent  ones,  or  to  be  disassembled  so  that  each  coin  could  find 
a place  among  others  like  it-  perhaps  in  the  standard  blue  folders  of  the 
day.  Thus  today,  the  challenge  is  to  reassemble  a set.

The  price  tags  for  the  smaller 
denominations  in  this  proof  set,  as 
well  as  the  other  three  we'll  look  at, 
are  not  generally  too  high,  unless 
you  shoot  for  grades  like  PF-67  or 
higher.  The  1961  cent  for  example 
can  be  had  for  about  $1 0.  Believe  it 
or  not,  the  Jefferson  nickel  costs  even 
less,  and  that  is  in  a grade  such  as 
PF-67.  Likewise,  the  Roosevelt  dime 
of  1 961  doesn't  cost  any  more  than 
$10,  unless  again  you  are  shooting 
for  the  stars. 

One  might  imagine  the  Washington 
quarter  and  the  Franklin  half  dollar 
are  going  to  be  the  two  expensive 
pieces  when  it  comes  to  reassembling 
a proof  set  for  1961.  Anyone  who 
makes  that  assumption  though  will  be  only  half  right  though.  Despite  the 
quarter  having  0.1 8084  ounces  of  silver  in  it,  it  still  runs  only  about  $1 0 when 
we  are  talking  a PF-66  or  PF-67  example.  That  leaves  the  Franklin  half,  and 
yes,  the  price  is  higher  for  the  big  gun  of  this  quintet  of  proofs.  But  it's  not  a 
fortune.  A PF-67  specimen  does  cost  about  $100,  but  if  you  go  for  a lower 
example,  such  as  a PF-65,  the  price  dives  to  about  $30. 


All  in  all,  it's  not  too  expensive  a 
proposition  to  reassemble  a 1961 
proof  set.  The  prices  we  just  quoted 
add  up  to  about  $140. 

The  Proofs  of  1 962 

The  year  1 962  saw  a slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  proof  sets  to  an  official 
total  of  3,2 1 8,01 9.  This  doesn't  make 
or  cause  a change  in  the  price  tags 
of  any  of  the  denominations  really- 
with  one  exception.  The  Franklin  half 
dollar,  as  a PF-67  specimen,  drops  in 
price  to  about  $80.  That  means  we 
can  reassemble  one  of  these  proof 
sets  for  only  $120  give  or  take  a bit, 
assuming  you  find  something  amazing 
like  a PF-68  or  PF-69  example  of  one 
of  the  smaller  coins.

The  Proofs  of  1 964.  the  Lone  Kennedy 

We  have  included  this  one  year  with 
a Kennedy  half  dollar  because  this  is 
the  only  year  in  which  all  the  new  half 
dollars  were  made  in  90%  silver.  The 
number  of  proof  sets  rose  almost  to 
4 million,  and  that  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  the  Kennedy  is  still  a current 
design  means  the  cost  for  a PF-67  is 
only  about  $50.  This  in  turn  means  that 
the  1 964  proof  set  can  be  reassembled 
for  less  than  $1 00.  Not  bad  at  all! 

If  you  undertake  this  effort  at 
reassembling  and  collecting  such 
proof  sets,  a word  of  advice  might 
be  in  order:  buy  the  PF-67  or 
higher  coins  in  some  third  party 
encapsulated  holder.  Even  if  you  are 
a true  fan  of  raw  coins  that  have  not 
been  slabbed,  the  slab  gives  a certain 
guarantee.  There's  nothing  worse 
than  buying  a proof  coin  which  you  think  is  a real  gem,  only  to  find  out 
later  (perhaps  when  you  choose  to  sell  it)  that  the  grade  is  considered  to  be 
something  like  a PF-64,  or  that  there  is  some  small  mark  on  it  that  detracts 
from  its  value.  This  caveat  is  especially  apt  for  the  Franklin  half  dollars. 
Aficionados  of  the  series  pay  premiums  for  full  bell  line  specimens-  meaning 
coins  on  which  the  lines  of  the  Liberty  Bell  are  completely  delineated. 
Slabbed  Franklin  halves  which  have  such  delineation  are  usually  labelled 
"FBL"  after  the  grade  and  do  command  a premium. 

There's  some  fun  to  be  had  when  it  comes  to  modern  proofs,  and 
reassembling  sets.  All  four  of  those  we  have  mentioned  here  are  at  least 
50  years  old.  Putting  them  back  together  may  just  prove  to  be  the  start  of 
some  great  collecting.

1961  Inaugural  Medal-  Reverse. 

In  silver,  #3977  of  7500.  The  first 
ten  were  set  aside  for  members  of 
Kennedy's  Cabinet.  20,000  bronze 
medals  were  produced  along  with 
a single  gold  specimen  presented  to 
President  Kennedy. 


As  authorized  by  the  1961  Inaugural  Committee  and  seen  here  in  its  original 
packaging  with  pamphlet  describing  the  history  of  the  medal,  these  were 
distributed  as  official  inaugural  souvenirs.  The  first  inaugural  medal  was  struck 
in  honor  of  the  second  term  of  then  President  William  McKinley  in  1 901 . The 
enclosed  pamphlet  states,  "Since  the  inauguration  of  President  Hoover  the 
replicas  in  bronze  and  silver  have  been  made  available  to  the  public  b\  [^xDpular 
demand.  The  value  of  these  replicas  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  some 
of  the  early  bronze  medals  are  worth  many  times  their  original  cost."

Struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia 
of  bronze,  the  portrait  created  by 
sculptor  and  U.S.  Mint  Chief  Engraver 
Gilroy  Roberts  became  the  basis  for 
the  obverse  design  of  our  current 
Kennedy  Half  Dollar. 


Of  Presidents  in  recent  memory, 

John  F.  Kennedy's  shining 
optimism  and  faith  in  American 
exceptionalism  made  him  perhaps 
the  most  quotable  national  leader  of 
the  last  century.  The  reverse  designed 
by  Frank  Gasparro  reflects  this  uniting

the  survival  of  liberty."  A statement  of  firm,  sophisticated  resolve  reminiscent  of 
Patrick  Henry's  "Give  me  liberty,  or  give  me  death."

YES.  Am  I editorializing?  YES.  Consider  the  threat  of  Cold  War  nuclear  missiles 
pointed  at  our  homes  from  ninety  miles  away.  Consider  the  spine  with  which 
he  led  our  nation  as  we  stood  together  against  the  threat  of  communism.  It 
is  no  wonder  our  nation  mourned  the  way  it  did  at  his  death.

Estimates  put  the  number  of  visitors  to  Kennedy's  gravesite  at  Arlington  Cemeterv' 
during  the  three  years  following  his  death  at  1 6 million.  Dozens  of  companies 
producing  medals  by  the  thousands.  Though  it  would  appear  that  sales  of  the 
medals  were  meant  to  profit  from  tragedy,  Rochette  mentions  in  his  book  that, 
"...the  majority  of  the  medals  are  in  themselves  expressions  of  grief."  Mementos 
produced  even  unto  today  as  bullion,  commemoratives  or  U.S.  Mint  issues.

Hair"  proof.  Though  not  made  for  circulation  since  2001 , production  of  Kennedy 
Halves  continues  today  after  fifty  years  of  circulation,  mint  set  and  proof  pieces 
and  the  newly  introduced  2014  50th  Anniversary  Gold  Proof  Coin.
